Northerner Turns Fiames Back. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
SANTA FE (N. M.) Nov. 23.—Re- 
ports have reached here that a prairie 
fire has swept from Western Texas into 
Mastern New Mexico, and that over a 
million acres of grazing and homestead 
land has been burned bare of foliage. 

No toss of life ts reported in New 
Mexico, but ft Is belleved several per- 
sons perisheall In Texas. It is estimated 
that on both sides of the boundaries 
between 50.000 and 100,000 head of cat- 
tle have been left without grezing. 

Many ranchers are preparing to ship 
their live stock at once to the nearest 
market, while the larger ranchers will 
drive their cattle to other ranges. Tho 
grass was short and the cattle stam- 
reded back and forth threugh the fire, 
but suffered little injurv.

The bid of E. R. Fox is apparently 
irregular in that he requires $30 per 
thousand to be paid by the city for 
all timber left in the tunnel, whereas 
the specifications of the proposed con- 
tract and the other bids call for only 
$12.50 per thousand to be paid for such 
timbers, 

Owing to this variation in the bids 
the only way in which they can be 
compared is upon the basis that all 
the timber used in @nstruction will 
be left in the tunnel and paid for by 
the city. 

There will probably be 1,500,000 feet 
of timber used in constructing this 
portion of the sewer.

Careful estimates made by this office 
indicate that the same work can

UNOFFICIAL ELECTION 
PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 


A Rigid Ordinance to Be Enacted 
That Will Put an End to All 
Gambling Joints—Similar Attempt 
Will Be Made Next Spring to 
Squeich Al! Drinking Piaces.

In all the 
churches of the city, an active can- 
vass had been made, ond from every 
pulpit on the Sunday preceding had 
been preached a sermon upon the 
civic evil that should be checked. The 
election ‘as held with the ordinary 
accessories of the Australian ballot 
system, but without any warrant of 
law, hence it was that the purchasing 
of votes was unblushingly carried on. 
Even within a few feet of the ballot 
box, Mexican voters were paid in bank 
checks, a course of procedure that 
would have landed both the buyers and 
boughi in the penitentiary in any reg- 
ular @lection. This availed, however, 
only in the Fourth Ward, where the 
gambling element carried teeir point 
by a vote of 145 to 8%. Each of the 
other three wards was carried in the 
negative, the total vote of the city be- 
ing 642 against w 435 in favor of 
gainbling, a negative majority of 204. 
Only voters registered on the last city 
great register, in May, were permitted 
the ballot, thus guarding against stuf- 
fing. Mayor Copeins and the members 
of the City Council have announced 
that they will be guided by tbis ex- 
pression of the peoole’s wish and that 
there will soon be passed the most 
stringent ordinance against gambling 
that can be drafted. In Douglas and 
Tucson gambling has been suppressed 
bf taxing it out of existence and by 
the expedient of pot permitting gamb- 
ling to be carried on in the vicinity of 
a drinking saloon. Here, it is under- 
stood, the city charter provides that 
gambling may be absolutely prohibited 
and this it is proposed to do, 
Another move, along the same line, 
backed by a part of the church ele- 
ment, will be an atliempt nexi May to 
drive the saloons from the city. At 
present the city is deriving a revenue 
of $20,000 per annum from thirty drink- 
ing places, licensed. li is said that 
the campaign will be conducted on pre- 
cisely the same lines than proved ef- 
p fective at Longe Beach, Cal., and that 
the same minisier who led the fight 
in that city with be brought here in 
April, to start the campaign for pro- 
hibition.
